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INTRODUCTION 

This  Directory  contains  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  members  of 
the  Washington  Academy  of  Sciences  and  of  each  of  the  14  affiliated 
societies,  with  the  exception  of  the  Geographic,  Historical  and  Archaeo- 
logical societies.  Of  the  last  two  it  contains  the  names  of  those  members 
only  who  are  members  of  at  least  one  other  society.  The  names  and 
addresses  of  all  officers  of  affiliated  societies  are  included.  With  few 
exceptions,  the  Directory  shows  for  each  member  (a)  name  in  preferred 
form,  (b)  place  of  business,  (c)  residence,  and  (d)  society  membership. 
It  also  contains  a  concise  statement  as  to  each  society,  showing  its  age, 
organization,  object,  and  present  officers. 

Where  no  city  is  given  in  the  address,  Washington,  D.  C,  is  under- 
stood; and  in  all  street  addresses  in  which  the  section  (NW.,  NE.,  SW., 
or  SE.)  is  not  given,  northwest  is  understood. 

This  Directory  has  been  prepared  and  published  under  the  direction  of 
the  Washington  Academy  of  Sciences.  About  half  of  the  cost  of  publica- 
tion has  been  borne  by  the  Academy  and  the  balance  by  the  affiliated 
societies. 

In  the  present  edition,  the  Editor  has  depended  upon  the  secretaries 
of  the  affiliated  societies  to  furnish  correct  lists  of  members  of  their  respec- 
tive societies  and  the  proof  has  been  examined  and  corrected  for  each 
society  by  the  secretary  thereof.  The  secretary  of  each  society  is,  there- 
fore, jointly  responsible  with  the  Editor  for  the  correctness  of  the  Direc- 
tory, in  so  far  as  it  pertains  to  the  society  he  represents. 

This  Directory  has  been  compiled  and  put  through  the  press  by  the 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Academy  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Wm. 
Parry,  and  has  been  corrected  to  about  February  1,  1915.  A  few  changes 
of  later  date  were  incorporated  while  the  work  was  going  through  the 
press. 

The  Editor  takes  this  opportunity  to  express  grateful  thanks  +o  the 
secretaries  of  the  various  affiliated  societies  for  their  co-operation.

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ACADEMY  OF  SCIENCES 


The  Washington  Academy  of  Sciences  was  organized  early  in  18!)8 
through  the  joint  action  of  the  Joint  Commission  and  the  component 
societies.  It  was  incorporated  February  18,  1898.  Its  objects  are  to 
(a)  acquire,  hold,  and  convey  real  estate;  (&)  hold  meetings;  (c)  publish 
and  distribute  documents;  (d)  conduct  lectures;  (e)  conduct,  endow,  or 
assist  research;  (/)  acquire  and  maintain  a  library  and  (g)  transact  any 
business  pertinent  to  an  academy  of  sciences.  It  acts  as  the  federal 
head  of  the  affiliated  societies.  There  is  a  vice-president  from  each 
affiliated  society,  nominated  by  the  society  and  elected  by  the  Academy. 

Only  members  of  one  or  more  of  the  affiliated  societies  are  eligible  to 
resident  membership  in  the  Academy.  The  present  membership  is  414, 
classed  as  4  patrons,  6  honorary  members,  1  life  member,  263  resident 
and  141  non-resident  members.     The  names  of  all  are  included. 

It  has  published  13  volumes  of  the  quarterly  Proceedings  of  the  Wash- 
ington Academy  of  Sciences.  This  was  superseded  in  1911  by  the  semi- 
monthly Journal  of  the  Washington  Academy  of  Sciences,  subscription 
to  which  is  $6. 

Meetings  are  held  as  determined  by  the  Board  of  Managers.  The 
annual  dues  are  $o.  There  is  no  entrance  fee.  Elections  are  annual, 
and  are  held  on  the  second  Thursday  in  January.

ANTHROPOLOGICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Anthropological  Society  of  Washington  was  organized 
February  17,  1879,  "to  encourage  the  study  of  the  natural  history  of 
man,  especially  with  reference  to  America."  There  were  28  original 
members.  The  present  membership  is  155,  classed  as  8  life,  69  active, 
9  associate,  46  corresponding,  and  23  honorary  members.  This  Direc- 
tory contains  the  names  of  active,  associate  and  life  members  only. 

The  Society  was  incorporated  December  13,  1887,  It  has  published 
3  volumes  of  Transactions,  1  volume  of  Abstract  Transactions,  8  volumes 
of  a  quarterly  journal,  entitled  The  American  Anthropologist,  3  volumes 
of  the  same  journal  in  monthly  numbers,  and  2  Special  Papers.  The 
American  Anthropologist  was  merged  with  the  American  Anthropologist, 
New  Series,  in  Januar}^,  1899.  The  latter  journal  is  distributed  gratui- 
tously to  active  and  life  members  of  the  Society. 

The  annual  dues  are  $5  for  active  members  and  $2  for  associate  mem- 
bers.    There  is  no  entrance  fee. 

Meetings  of  the  Society  are  held  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesdays  of  the 
month  from  October  to  April,  inclusive,  at  8  p.  m.,  in  the  District  Public 
Library,  usually  in  the  Lecture  Eoom.  The  meeting  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  the  month  is  considered  as  special.  Elections  are  annual  and  take 
place  at  the  regular  meeting  in  April.

ARCHAEOLOGICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  was  founded  in  Boston 
in  the  year  1879.  It  was  incorporated  by  act  of  Congress  in  1906,  and  its 
headquarters  are  in  AVashington,  with  offices  in  the  Octagon,  1741  New 
York  Avenue. 

Its  purpose  is  "  to  promote  and  direct  archaeological  research."  It  has 
40  branches,  located  in  various  cities  of  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
The  Washington  Society  of  the  Archseological  Institute  of  America  was 
founded  April  7,  1902. 

In  this  Society  there  were  54  original  members.  The  present  mem- 
bership is  253,  classed  as  26  life  and  227  annual  members.  The  names 
of  only  the  officers  and  those  who  are  members  of  at  least  one  of  the 
other  societies  (Geographic  excepted)  are  included  in  this  Directory. 

The  annual  dues  are  $10  and  there  is  no  entrance  fee.  The  fee  for 
life  membership  is  $100.

The  Society  is  not  incorporated.  It  has  published  37  volumes,  en- 
titled Proceedings  of  the  Biological  Society  of  Washington. 

The  annual  dues  are  $1.50  and  an  additional  charge  of  $1.50  to  those 
members  who  desire  the  Proceedings.

BOTANICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Botanical  Society  of  Washington  was  organized  Xovember 
23,  1901,  through  the  consolidation  of  the  Botanical  Seminar  and  the 
Washington  Botanical  Club,  founded  in  1893  and  1898  respectively. 
The  object  of  the  Society  is  "  the  exposition  and  discussion  of  the  results 
of  botanical  investigations,  and  the  promotion  of  social  intercourse  among 
the  members."  There  were  39  original  members.  The  present  member- 
ship is  147.  There  is  but  one  class  of  members,  who  are  "  residents  of 
Washington  or  vicinity  having  a  professional  interest  in  botanical 
science."     The  names  of  all  appear  in  this  Directory. 

The  annual  dues  are  $3  and  there  is  no  entrance  fee. 

The  Society  is  not  incorporated  and  issues  no  publication. 

Kegular  meetings,  followed  by  a  buffet  luncheon,  are  held  at  the  Cosmos 
Club  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  from  October  to  May.

CHEMICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Chemical  Society  of  Washington  was  organized  January  31, 
1884,  On  December  14,  1893,  it  adopted  a  revised  constitution  whereby 
it  became  a  section  of  the  American  Chemical  Society.  The  territory  of 
the  Society  embraces  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  state  of  Virginia  east 
of  the  79th  meridian,  and  that  part  of  Maryland  which  lies  south  of  the 
parallel  of  latitude  through  Laurel,  Md.  In  1909  a  separate  section  was 
formed  by  the  Virginia  members,  but  this  section  again  became  a  part  of 
the  Washington  section  in  1911.  In  October,  1914,  the  Baltimore  branch 
of  the  section  was  organized  as  a  separate  Maryland  section. 

There  were  31  original  members.  The  present  membership  is  362 
members  and  3  local  associates;  55  are  in  Virginia  and  307  in  Washington 
and  neighboring  parts  of  Maryland.  Only  the  latter  are  included  in 
this  Directory. 

The  local  Society  has  published  9  bulletins;  none  recently.  The 
American  Chemical  Society  publishes  the  following:  Journal  of  the 
American  Chemical  Society  (monthly).  Journal  of  Industrial  and  Engi- 
neering Chemistry  (monthly),  and  Chemical  Abstracts  (semi-monthly).

The  initiation  fee  is  $5  and  covers  the  dues 
for  that  year.  The  only  publication  of  the  Society  is  an  annual  list  of 
members.

The  Americax  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers,  founded  in 
1884,  is  a  national  organization  of  the  electrical  engineering  profession, 
primarily  devoted  to  the  interest  of  electrical  engineering  and  the  develop- 
ment of  applied  electricity. 

The  Washington  Section,  composed  of  Fellows,  Memhers  and  Asso- 
ciates of  the  Institute  residing  in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  vicinity, 
was  organized  April  9,  1903,  and  affiliated  with  the  Academy  in  1918. 
This  membership,  varying  in  numbers  from  time  to  time  owing  to 
change  of  residence,  of  Fellows,  Members  and  Associates  of  the  Insti- 
tute, averages  about  75.  In  addition  there  is  a  Local  Membership, 
composed  of  individuals  engaged  or  interested  in  electrical  work,  who 
are  not  Members  or  Associates  of  the  Institute,  but  who  desire  to  be, 
,in  a  measure,  affiliated  with  the  same.  Local  Members  do  not  have 
the  privilege  of  voting  or  of  holding  office  in  the  Institute  or  in  the 
Section. 

The  annual  dues  are  $20  for  Fellows,  $15  for  Members,  $10  for 
Associates,  and  $1  for  Local  Members.  Names  of  Fellows,  Members  and 
Associates  are  printed  in  this  Directory.

The  Entomological  Society  of  Washington  was  organized  Feb- 
ruary 29,  1884,  "to  promote  the  study  of  Entomology  in  all  possible 
bearings."  There  were  26  original  members.  The  present  member- 
ship is  161,  classified  as  94  active  (resident  and  certain  members  of  the 
U.  S,  Bureau  of  Entomology)  and  67  corresponding.  Names  of  all  of 
the  resident  members  are  in  this  Directory. 

The  Society  is  not  incorporated.  It  publishes  its  Proceedings,  of 
wliich  65  numbers  have  appeared,  consisting  of  Volumes  I,  II,  III,  IV, 
V,  VI,  VII,  VIII,  IX,  X,  XI,  XII,  XIII,  XIV,  XV  and  XVI. 

The  annual  dues  for  resident  members  are  $3 ;  for  corresponding  mem- 
bers, $2.     The  entrance  fee  for  resident  members  is  $1.

The  Society  of  American  Foresters  was  organized  November  30,  1900, 
"  to  further  the  cause  of  forestry  in  America  by  fostering  a  spirit  of  com- 
radeship among  foresters;  by  creating  opportunities  for  a  free  inter- 
change of  views  upon  forestry  and  allied  subjects;  and  by  disseminating 
a  knowledge  of  the  purpose  and  achievements  of  forestry."  There  were 
7  original  members.  The  present  membership  is  299,  classed  as  active 
204,  associate  58,  and  honorary  1.  Active  members  are  professional 
foresters.  Associate  members  are  persons  who  have  rendered  distin- 
guished service  to  the  cause  of  American  forestry,  but  who  are  not  pro- 
fessional foresters. 

The  Society  is  not  incorporated. 

It  publishes  its  Proceedings,  of  which  nine  volumes,  comprising  19 
numbers,  have  been  issued.  All  members  receive  the  Proceedings  free. 
They  can  be  purchased  by  non-members  for  50  cents  a  copy. 

The  annual  dues  are  $3  for  active  members  and  $2  for  associate 
members.     There  is  no  entrance  fee. 

Open  meetings  for  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  professional 
papers  are  held  as  determined  by  the  Committee  on  Meetings.  These 
are  attended  by  the  members  and  guests  of  the  Society.

THE  NATIONAL  GEOGRAPHIC  SOCIETY 

The  National  Geographic  Society  is  by  many  thousands  the  largest 
scientific  society  in  the  world  and  one  of  the  most  unique  educational 
associations  in  existence.  It  was  founded  in  January,  1888,  by  a  small 
group  of  explorers  and  research  students  in  Wasliington,  "  to  promote  the 
increase  and  diffusion  of  geograpliic  knowledge."  For  the  first  ten  years 
its  membership  was  limited  exclusively  to  technical  geographers.  They 
were  ambitious  that  the  Society  should  conduct  explorations  and  re- 
searches of  its  own,  and  that  it  shouid  also  strive  to  make  the  study  of 
geography  more  interesting  in  our  schools  and  to  the  public  at  large. 
But  to  achieve  these  laudable  purposes  more  funds  were  necessary  than 
were  provided  by  the  small  annual  fees  of  several  hundred  members. 
In  1899  it  was  suggested  that  both  objects  might  be  secured  if  the  Society 
could  develop  a  geographical  magazine  of  sufficient  interest  to  be  sup- 
ported by  the  public ;  that  a  magazine  of  large  circulation  would  earn  a 
revenue  for  the  Society  which  could  be  devoted  to  explorations  and 
research,  and  at  the  same  time  the  magazine,  by  reaching  many  thou- 
sands of  readers  each  month,  would  also  accomplish  the  second  object 
of  the  Society,  namely — popularize  geographical  study. 

The  Society  adopted  the  suggestion  and  opened  its  doors  to  all  who 
desired  to  promote  geographical  science — teachers,  lawyers,  bankers, 
agriculturists,  engineers,  physicians.  Every  worthy  man  or  woman  who 
wished  to  study  the  world  upon  which  we  live  was  admitted  to  its 
membership  rolls — the  only  limitation  being  that  he  or  she  be  nominated 
by  one  already  a  member — and  at  the  same  time  the  journal  of  the  So- 
ciety, which  had  hitherto  been  strictly  technical,  and  which  the  Society 
had  with  difficulty  supported,  was  changed  so  as  to  appeal  to  every 
thoughtful,  but  not  necessarily  technical,  reader.  The  scientific  stand- 
ard of  the  magazine  was  maintained,  but  many  popular  features  were 
added  and  the  articles  were  designed  to  be  of  interest  to  every  one. 

The  plan  has  proved  most  successful.  .  To-day  the  Society  has  a  mem- 
bership of  350,000,  an  income  of  more  than  $850,000  a  year,  and  after 
payment  of  all  expenses  for  its  very  handsome  magazine,  has  an  annual 
sum  of  $50,000  to  $60,000  available  for  geographical  research  and  explor- 
ation. Thus  the  National  Geographic  Society,  unlike  every  other  scien- 
tific society,  is  supported  in  luxury  by  its  magazine,  instead  of  being 
cramped  to  support  its  journal. 

The  popularity  and  success  of  the  National  Geograpliic  Magazine  are 
justified  by  its  contents.  No  magazine  in  the  world  prints  so  many 
wonderfully  unique  illustrations,  such  large,  useful,  and  distinctive  maps, 
or  so  many  stimulating  and  instructive  articles  by  prominent  men  as 
the  National  Geographic  Magazine.  In  its  educational  value  the  maga- 
zine is  probably  unequaled  by  any  other  periodical. 

Explorers  in  the  most  remote  corners  of  the  earth  are  identified  with 
the  National  Geographic  Society  and  this  magazine.  Its  truthful  narra- 
tives rival  in  interest  the  fables  of  old,  and  the  wonders  of  photography 
are  revealed  in  its  illustrations. 
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The  magazine  each  year  makes  a  volume  of  1500  pages,  containing 
more  than  1400  pictures  (many  of  them  being  in  colors),  several  large 
colored  maps,  and  several  panoramas. 

Annual  dues  $2.00.     Life  membership  $50. 

The  National  Geographic  Society  is  conducting  explorations  in  many 
regions.  In  1912-15,  in  co-operation  with  Yale  University,  it  main- 
tained a  large  expedition  in  Peru,  making  geographical,  geological,  and 
archaeological  investigations  around  Cuzco,  in  a  region  which  is  gener- 
ally believed  to  have  been  the  birthplace  of  the  famous  and  little-known 
Inca  race.  Other  parties  have  been  making  (1913-15)  a  biological  sur- 
vey of  the  country  east  of  Hudson  Bay.  The  Society  has  just  concluded 
a  series  of  investigations,  extending  over  three  years,  of  the  glaciers  of 
Alaska,  one  of  the  most  important  fields  of  geographical  research  in 
America.  A  popular  account  of  all  expeditions  is  printed  in  the  Maga- 
zine, while  the  technical  results  appear  in  separate  monographs  published 
by  the  Society. 

Other  activities  of  the  Society  include  the  maintenance  of  a  geographi- 
cal library  at  its  headquarters,  Hubbard  Memorial  Hall,  16th  and  M 
streets,  the  award  of  gold  medals  for  achievements  in  discovery  and 
geographical  research,  and  a  series  of  addresses,  every  Friday,  Novem- 
ber to  March. 

Thus  the  ambitions  of  the  founders  of  the  National  Geographic  Society 
are  being  fulfilled  and  a  splendid  force  for  the  study  of  the  world  on  which 
we  live  has  gradually  been  created.  More  than  two  million  people  each 
month  are  reading  the  geographical  matters  which  the  Society  distributes 
through  its  Magazine,  and  the  study  of  our  own  land,  of  other  peoples 
and  other  countries,  is  being  constantly  encouraged.

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MEDICAL  SOCIETY 

The  Medical  Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was  chartered 
February  16,  1819.  On  July  7,  1838,  President  Van  Buren  approved  an 
act  "  to  revive  with  amendments  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Medical 
Society  of  the  District  of  Columbia."  The  object  of  the  Society  is  "  the 
promotion,  locally  and  generally,  of  the  science  and  art  of  medicine  and 
sanitation,  and  the  interests  of  the  medical  profession.''
